TEXT GIVES U. S. ROLE 
OF LEADING POWERS 


Says pininiaient Is Ready to 
Negotiate on Future of 
Settlement.

An implied warning to China that 
the United States and other foreign 
governments will prevent the interna- 
tional settlement at Shanghai from 
being utilized by any faction in the 
threatened warfare in that area, is con- 
tained in Secretary of State Kellogg's 
appeal to the Chinese military leaders 
to eliminate this settlement from the 
zone of warlike activities. 

Coincidentally, Mr. Kellogg pledges 
the United States government’s readi- 
ness to become a party to friendly and 
orderly negotiations regarding the fu- 
ture status of the settlement. 

The text of the statement from Mr. 
Kellogg was made public last night. It 
places the United States government 
in the role of leader among the powers 


|for the protection of foreign interests 


at Shanghai and Secretary Kellogg, in 
his appeal, asks specifically for the pro- 
tection of other foreigners as well as 
American citizens. 

This means, it is explained, that Sec- 
retary Kellogg appeals on behalf of the 
30,000 foreigners, most of whom are 
British, as well as the 4,000 Americans 
at Shanghai, and that the United States 
has become spokesman for the foreign 
interests after exchanges of views with 
the governments most deeply con- 
cerned. 


Reminder of Friendship. 


There is a strong reminder to the 
Chinese of America’s traditional friend- 
ship in the Kellogg note, coupled with 
a plea that the contending Chinese 
military leaders permit foreigners to 
maintain the same sort of protective 
measures for the settlement which have 
in the past been employed when the 
interests of foreigners appeared en- 
dangered. 

The announcement made public by 
Secretary Kellogg is as follows: 

“The Secretary of State has in- 
structed the American Minister at 
Peking, John Van A. MacMurray, to 
lay before the contending factions in 
China a proposal to eliminate the in- 
ternational settlement of Shanghal 
from the zone of warlike activities. 

“On February 4, Minister MacMurray 
delivered the following message to 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin at Peking, and 
transmitted through the American con- 
sul general at Hankow an identical 
message to Gen. Chiang Kai-shek. At 
the same time Minister MacMurray in-

Watching Chinese Reply to U.S. Proposals. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Shanghai, Feb. 6.—Midnight—<Ac- 
cording to messages received at Shang- 
hal from missionary sources in Hang- 
chow and Chekiang province, Gen. 
Meng Chao-Yueh, a subordinate of 
Marshal Sun Chuan-Fang, has been de- 
feated on the front lines, about 40 
miles south of Hangchow, and has been 
forced to withdraw to Hangchow. How- 
ever, despite the reverse, Marshal Sun 
still is holding the city. 

Prof. Robert Fitch, president of the 
Hangchow Christian college, located at 
the outskirts of Hangchow, notified 
friends at Shanghai today that the bat- 
tle line between the northerners and 
southerners gradually is nearing Hang- 
chow, with gunfire plainly audible from 
the college campus. Prof. Fitch, who is 
from Fremont and Wooster, Ohio, 
stated that he had made inquiries 
among all classes of Chinese, but found 
no evidence of antiforeignism or anti- 
Christianism. He believes it is impos- 
sible for the Cantonésé to create anti- 
foreignism fn this territory, hence he 


despite the consular warning to get 
out. The Rev. R. J. McMullen, of Cen- 
ter college, Danville, Ky., also decided 
to remain on the job at Hangchow, be- 
lieving that it is unnecessary to leave, 
owing to the friendliness of the Chinese.

Beauty Shop Daiier Sobs in 
Water From Exhaustion, 
but Wins Battle. 


Wilmington, Calif., Feb. 6 (By A. P.),. 
A 30-year-old mother, Mrs. Myrtle 
Huddleston, of Long Beach, Calif., who 
took up swimming less than a year ago 
as a means of reducing, today succeed- 
ed, after almost superhuman cffort, in 
her third attempt to swim San Pedro 
channel, and was proclaimed the firsy 
woman ever to have paddled across the 
20-odd-mile waterway separating Santa 
Catalina island from California's main- 
land. 

When Mrs. Huddleston touched land 
she collapsed, her left side was para- 
lyzed, and she was unable to move. 

Her time was 20 hours and 42 min- 
utes, approximately five hours longer 
than was required by George Young, 
Toronto youth, who won the 825,000 
William Wrigley, jr.. cash prize for 
swimming the channel on January 16. 
She bettered, however, by nearly two 
hours the time of Henry F. Sullivan, 
of Lowell, Mass., who crossed the water- 
way a week ago in 22 hours and 45 
minutes. 


Bitten by Barracuda. 


The harrowing experience of having 
been attacked by a savage barracuda 
which bit her about the arms and body, 
was related later by Mrs. Huddleston. 

Mrs. Huddleston said she was about 
midway across the channel when the 
fish, large in size, struck at her and bit 
her on the left breast and abdomen. 
In her attempt to ward off further at- 
tacks, she recei¥Yed bites and bruises 
on her left arm. 

Mrs. Huddleston was accompanied 
throughout her swim by Charles Toth, 
who once swam the English channel; 
Sam Richards, Boston, Mass., swimmer; 
Cariton Adler, Buffalo, N. Y., natator, 
and several others. The finish was 
witnessed by three newspaper men 
from Los Angeles. 


She Sobs Hysterically. 


No official observer was appointed to 
accompany the Long Beach beauty 
parlor proprietor on her gwim as the 
$15,000 prize for the first woman to 
cross the channel, posted by William 
Wrigley, millionaire sportsman, in con~ 


nection with the $25,000 prize hung up 
was marooned on Lyisle island, off the, 


for the winner of the ocean marathon 
January 13, was withdrawn. 

When the swimmer finally touched 
bottom, Toth shouted to the newspaper 
boat: “She did it!” he added: “It was 
a remarkable feat.” 

Mrs. Huddleston, in delirium and 
sobbing hysterically, swung forward 
mechanically in the last tortuous quar- 
ter-mile before touching bottom at 
Point Vicente, while her 11-year-old 
son in a rowboat called out, “Come on, 
mama, don't give up!” She was helped 
into her boat at 11:14 a. m. after swim- 
ming continuously for 20 hours and 42 
minutes from the isthmus on the island 
where she put off yesterday. 

Three other swimmers, two of them 
of national repute, took off from the 
island last night and early today, but 
gave up their attempts because of ad- 
verse weather and water conditions. 


Meyer Forced to Give Up. 


Peter Meyer, of Cincinnati, gave up 
exhausted at 6:22 a. m. today, two and: 
a half miles from Point Vicente. He 
started the swim at the isthmus at 
4:05 p. m. yesterday. 

Mrs. Charlotte Schoemmel, of New 
York, whose start was delayed until 
6:29 this morning because her yacht 
was stalled in mid-channel, for several 
hours by motor trouble, was reported 
to have abandoned the swim just be- 
fore noon today. She fought through 
approximately 6 miles of choppy seas 
before she decided to quit when her 
convoying yacht again developed motor 
trouble and could not keep pace with 
her. 

Miss Martha Stager, of Portland, 

Oreg., who swam farther than any 
other woman entrant in the recent 
ocean marathon, gave up her second 
battle to cross the channel at 7:68 thie 
morning after swimming since 9:21 p. 
m. last night. She left the water ap- 
proximately 10% miles out. 
Mrs. Huddleston, who took no 
nourishment from start to finish, ac- 
cording to those who accompaniéd her, 
was coached on the long swim by Toth 
and others. She was in dire distress 
from dawn today until she was pulled 
helpless into her boat. At 8 o'clock, 
however, a tide which had retarded 
her efforts for several hours turned 
and aided the rapidly tiring swimmer. 
As she finally neared the rocky bay 
where both Young and Sullivan had. 
landed before, Mrs. Huddleston was in 
a state of semicoma. .

The text of the message, transmitted 
by Mr. McMurray to the military lead- 
ers, is as follows:

Jolo, Island of Sulu, Feb. 6.—Princess 
Tarhata Kiram, wife of the rebel Moro 
leader, Datu Tahil, and former Univer- 
sity of Illinois coed, who was captured | 
by constabulary yesterday, is now al- 
most a princess without a people. 

When the princess returned from the 
United States, where she had adopted 
the ways of a modern flapper, to join 
the harem of the tribal leader, Tahil. 
she swiftly dropped the habits she had 
acquired in college and lapsed into na- 
tive customs. But having resumed the 
ways of her people, she now is almost 
an outcast. 

The reason is that she and her hus- 
band deserted the little fortress in 
which they and their handful of rebel 
followers had béen holding out. against 
the Philippine constabulary, leaving the 
others to battle the troops and finally 
to surrender after many of them had 
been killed in the fray. 


Disgraced, Sister Says. 


Only Datu Tahil’s high rank and the| 
presence of his wife saved him from 


being slain as a traitor by the angry) 


Moros after the two escaped from the 
fort and wandered about in the jungles. 

Tahil’s sister, who is in a hospital!

Tahil faces thirteen years in prison 
because of unexpired terms of previous 


sentences for resisting the government. | 
It is now said that Princess Tarhata’s | 
love of luxury and her ambitions are | 


responsible for the revolt. She is said 
to have returned to “restore the family’s 
lost prestige.”” The princess is the 
niece and adopted daughter of the Sul- 
tan of Sulu. 


Had Second Elopement. 


After an elopement with Datu Tahil 
Princess Tarhata was induced to return 
before the sultan knew of the affair. 
After the second elopement the pair 
lived in the woods for five months be- 
fore the sultan would consent to the 
marriage. 

A large part of the Moro aristocracy 
ignored the christeniug of the prin- 
cess’ child. Datu Tahil was soon pen- 
niless and selling his carabous and 
horses and Princess Tarhata was pawn- 
ing her jewels. It also said she used 
her royal connections for petty graft- 
ing and that her methods of getting 
money caused threats of prosecution. 

Tahil made Nis last gesture to regain 
his lost prestige, calling on his follow- 
ers to revolt against the taxes levied by 
the Philippine government, not expect- 
ing that he would have to carry it to 
conflict, 
not restrain his followers.

In the ghostly silence of the nicht 
and by the fitful flicker of paper lan- | 
terns and the shimmer of fluttering | 
torches, his great catafalque, drawn | 
by four black and white sacred oxen, | 
will take its solemn way from the im- 
perial palace to the beautiful Shinjuku 
gardens for formal Shinto rites and 
thence by train and 105 sacred paill- 
bearers to the Asakawa burial ground, 
22 miles away 

Before the dawn of Tuesday the body 
must be in its sepulchre, for such is 
the unbreakable household law of the 
emperor of Japan. 

Yoshthito, the late ruler of 80,000,000 
subjects, will be accorded such fu- 


neral honors as no ordinary potentate of 
the Far East nas ever received. From 
the time of his death from pneumonia 
last Christmas plans for tomorrow 
Dight’s ceremony have been worked 
Out unceasingly to make the funeral in 
full keeping with the ancient tradi- 
tions of Japan. It will be the costliest 
funeral that the Orient ever has known, 
the money actually spent being esti- 


mated at 4,000,000 yen, or about 42,- 


000,000. 
Million WIll Line Route. 


On the four-mile route from the pal- 
ace to the Shinjuku gardens are ex- 
pected to gather fully 1,000,000 Japa- 
neses, crouched on their heels, to offer 
prayers. Already Japanese from all 
parts of the empire are gathered in the 
capital, although the public will have 
no direct part in these ceremonies. 

Places for approximately 9,000 per- 
sons, including the imperial bodyguard, 
princes of the blood, members of the 
nobility, higk court officials and other 
retainers, have been provided for those 
who will follow the catafalque, which 
will,be the only vehicle tn the funeral 
procession. In accordance with Japanese 
tradition no women will be permitted 
in the procession. 

Although recent regulations of the 
household department required that 
the new emperor, Hiroito, should fol- 
low on foot the body of his father, 
@ severe cold from which his majesty 
has been suffering caused a change 
in the program, and Prince Chichibu. 
who recently passed through the United 
States on his way home from England, 
was delegated to act as his brother's 
representative. The emperor and em- 
press as well as the empress dowager 
and several important officials whose 
age precluded the 4-mile walk, plan- 
ned to motor to the Shinjuku gardens 
by a separate route. 


Warships to Fire Salute. 


A curious note of modernity will be 
added to the ancient ceremonies as the 
funeral procession moves from the im- 
perial palace. By means of radio signals 
the warships in Japanese waters and 
all the forts of Japan will be notified, 
and parting salutes will be fired, the 
distant booming of the great guns 
notifying the nation that the emperor 
is starting on his last journey to the 
tomb. 

All the business life of Tokyo has 
been ordered suspended for the day, 
while music and gayety of any kind 
are forbidden. All vehicles will be or- 
dered off the streets over which the 
cortege must pass and the route will 
be sprinkled with snow-white sand, an 
emblem of purity, which the Japanese 
believe will drive away all evil spirits. 

The catafalque, on which the late 
emperor's body will be borne, weighs 
more than a ton and is fashioned of 
four kinds of wood—cypress, oak, fir 
and “keyaki.” It was built by special- 
ly trained men in whose family this 
duty has rested for generations. In 
the hubs of the two great wooden 
wheels are concealed musical attach- 
ments that emit seven distinct tones, 
which merge into a wailing dirge as 
the vehicle moves along. 

A farewell ceremony at the imperial 
palace will be held by close members 
of the family, and shortly after 6 
o'clock in the evening the funeral pro- 
cession will begin. At the Shinjuku 
gardens, impressive religious ceremonies 
will be held, after which the body will 
be sent by the imperial funeral train 
to Asawka, where private rites will be 
held and the body placed in the tomb. 

Asawaka was acquired only about a 
year ago for the purpose of an imperial 
cemetery, Yoshihito being the first of 
the emperors to be placed there. For 
more than a month several thousand 
workmen labored night and day on the 
tomb. The construction of the cement- 
ed vault was entrusted to workmen 


— chosen and purified for the 
-t 


No marble monument will mark the 
spot.. The chamber below ground will 
be sealed, and then a great tumulus 
or mound of earth raised above it. 
These huge oval mounds mark the 
graves of all of Japan's emperors. Con- 
secrated workmen garbed in ceremonial 
white, flowing garments and specially 
made sandals will build the tumulus. 
As no human'foot may touch the earth 
above the emperor’s tomb a ceremon 
is held whereby it is pretended that 
the white-robed workers are transform- 
ed by Shinto priests into birds which 
fiy with earth and sand. to complete 
the —_ hill. When the tumulus is 
fi , it will be covered with snow- 
white sand and forever after will have 
an imperial guard of honor. 

The bearers who will carry the 
“em ‘s casket to the train from the 
Shinjuku gardens and from it to Asa- 
waka will wear robes such as have 
been worn on similar ceremonies for 
2,000 years. These men are of the Yase 
district, near Kyoto, and they come 
from families which for centuries have 
carried em rs to their tombs. For 
several days they have been re 
carefully every of their duties.

Nation-Wide Campaign Will] 
Stress Services of Race | 
to United States. 


Chicago, Feb. 6 (By A. P.).—A cam-| 
paign for funds to tell the world what | 
the Swedish people have done for Amer- 
ica, with a goal set at $1,500,000, will | 
be started throughout the United States 
tomorrow. The memory of John Mor- 
ton, one of the signers of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, is to be preserved 
through the use of a part of the money 
with the completion in Philadelphia 
of the John Morton Memorial building, 
a national Swedish-American museum, 
at a cost of $250,000. 

This year being the one hundred end 
fiftieth anniversary of Morton's death, 
it is planned to erect a memorial chapel 
for him before the end of the year, at 
a cost of $40,000. His birthplace also 
will be preserved. The Swedish-Ameri- 
cans also are to use $200,000 to provide 
for a 40-acre permanent national park 
where their colonial ancestors first 
landed in New England, with a repro- 
duction of Fort Christina. 

A national Swedish-American cele- 
bration in 1938 is planned as part of 
the campaign to tell of the achieve- 
ments of the people in this country. 
One hundred thousand dollars will be 
spent in this project while an endow- 
ment fund of $1,000,000 will be used in 
maintaining and carrying out the er- 
tire program.

War Department Gets Word 
Yaqui Indians Are in Flight 
to the Hills. 


Mexico City, Feb. 6 (By A. P.).— 
Three bandits were killed and 10 
wounded when 650 outlaws attacked 
the village of San Babriel in the state 
of Jalisco. The bandits were routed by 
police and citizens who rallied to the 
defense of the town. 

Nine rebels have been killed in an 
engagement with the federals near 
Huejuquilla, state of Durango. 

Gen. Manzo, commanding the federal 
forces operating against the rebel Yaqui 
Indians in Sonora, has informed the 
war department that the federal offen- 
sive is succeeding. The Yaquis have 
been driven from their best positions 
and are fleeing into the hills with the 
federals in pursuit. 

Maneuvering for next year’s presi- 
dential elections to determine the suc- 
cessor to President Calles is arousing 
increased interest. Gen. Obregon, for- 
mer president, has made no public 
statement as to whether he will be a 
candidate, but friends are working in 
his behalf, having obtained a constitu- 
tional amendment to permit a former 
president to serve again after an inter- 
vening term. 

Supporters of Gen. Arnulfo Gomez, 
military commandant at Vera Cruz, 
styling themselves “the antireelection 
party,” have announced the candidacy 
of Gomez. Supporters of Gen. Fran- 
cisco Sorrano, governor of the federal 
district, have announced Serrano’s can- 
didacy. :

stock market activity. 

Bank clearings in the leading cities 
last week were substantially above 
those of the corresponding week last 
year. Freight traffic in the week ended 
January 22, the latest for which figures 
are available, showed another increase 
cover the same week last year, but again 
it was due largely to the gain in coal 
loadings. 


Steel Productions Picks Up. 


Steel production picked up slightly, 
but it is still below the level prevailing 
at this time last year. Despite the fre- 


ecutives that prices are too low, con- 
cessions are made almost daily in va- 
rious products in the leading steel cen- 
ters. While a falling off is likely in 
the demand from the building and au- 
tomotive industries, steel manufactur- 
ers look for increased consumption by 
manufacturers of railroad equipment. 
Record-breaking earnings last year will 
enable the leading roads to spend many 
millions for new equipment in 1927, 
and preliminary budgets indicate this 
wlll be done. 

Unusually favorable weather in many 
parts of the country last week is re- 
ported to have stimulated the automo- 
biles sales. Rumors are current of an- 
other possible increase in the annual 
dividend on General Motors at the next 
directors’ meeting. 

The rubber industry appears to be 
well fortified to meet the further de- 
crease of 10 per cent ordered in exports 
from British-controlled plantations in 
the current quarter. Both the cotton 
and woolen industries report further 
improvement. . 


Oll Industry's Position Strong. 


While the possibility of another era 
of overproduction hangs over the oll 


U.S. 


industry as a result of the extensive 
drilling campaign in the Seminole and 
other flelds, the industry starts the year 
in an unusually strong position, due to 
the relatively stable prices last year.| 
Earnings of both producing and refin- 
ing companies were unusually large, 
and already have been refiected in in- 
creased and extra dividends, with more 
more scheduled to come. 

A posisble decrease in the rediscount 
rates of the Federal Reserve banks con- 
tinues to provide a subject for inter- 
esting discussion in busines and bank- 
ing circles. The recent declines in the 
rates on commercial paper and bankers’ 
ecceptances indicate that an early re- 
duction is near if the previous policy 
of the banks is adhered to. Despfte the 
fact that it usually indicates a decreas- 
ing commercial demand for funds, Wall 
street invariably interprets a rate re- 
duction as Dullish on the theory that 
it lessens the expenses of stock market 
operations. Bank directors probably 
will delay the cut as long as possible, 
or at least until such time as its chief 
effect will be to speed up busines rather 
than speculation in securities.

During the interval a temporary 
filtration and pumping plant was in- 
stalled on Detroit river, which, it was 
thought, would provide an adequate 
supply for the city. The pumps, how- 
ever, failed to get up sufficient pres- 
sure and produced only about one- 
tenth of the normal supply. Persons 
living on upper floors of apartment 
houses and business places were with- 
out water. The water obtained had to 
be boiled before use. 

Mineral water concerns did a land of- 
fice business during the shortage. Cafes 
and other establishments were unable 
to provide water to patrons. 

After receiving thousands of com- 
plaints, city officials ordered abandon- 
ment of the repair work. A temporary 


plant will be erected at a cost of $500.- |

A LONE HAND IN CHINA. 


Secretary Kellogg has formally requested 
the Chinese war lords to agree to exclude the 
international settlement at Shanghai from the 


zone of hostilities. The suggestion is made 


primarily for the protection of Americans. | 


Rut already it is intimated that the Chinese 
look upon Mr. Kellogg's suggestion as a move 
inspired by Great Britain. The announcement 
that Italy is prepared to stand by Great Britain 
in the exercise of force at Shanghai, if neces- 
gary, is regarded by the Chinese as further 
evidence that the foreign powers, including 
the United States, have entered into an agrese- 
ment to use their combined military forces 
against the Chinese. 

Nothing could be more unfortunate at this 
juncture than a commitment by the United 
States to engage in concerted action with the 
foreign powers in dealing with the situation 
at Shanghai. 

The international settlement at Shanghai is 
inhabited in part by Americans, but the United 
States does not claim any right to hold the 
settlement against the Chinese. The interests 
of the United States are quite distinct from 
the interests of the European powers. If the 
United States should join the foreign powers 
in military operations for the defense of the 
settlement it would: probably find itself en- 
gaged in war. 

It is reported that strong representations 
have been made by the British government, 
looking to concerted action by all the powers, 
including the United States, for the protection 
of the international settlement. The fact that 
Americans are in the danger zone lends force 
to these representations: Nevertheless, it has 
not been shown that the Chinese operations 
are anti-American in any sense, and thus far 
if the 
Chinese should occupy the international settle- 


no Americans have suffered. Even 
ment there is no reason to fear that Americans 
will suffer, unless the foreign forces should 
begin hostilities. 

British journalists, including J. L. Garvin, 
are urging American cooperation with the 
British forces, and are beginning to throw out 
the welcome news that there is not nearly as 
much enmity of America in Great Britain as 
has been supposed. This is delightful informa- 
fon, and is calculated to inspire the United 
States government with a firm resolve to pull 
British chestnuts out of the fire in China. 
“Despite the war debts,” writes Mr. Garvin, 


“there is ‘more friendship toward America in. 


the British isles than in. all countries not 
speaking the same mother tongue. What Lou- 
don and Washington alike need is not to be 
afraid of this friendship, but to trust it to the 
aie... 

Mr. Garvin is worried lest the United States 
should consent to the making of loans to the 
Russian..soviet in this country, thus enabling 
the soviet to prosecute its anti-British propa- 
ganda in China and elsewhere. 
danger that the soviet will obtain financial as- 
sistance from the” United States. It can not 
even obtain recognition, as it has from the 
British “government. If’ the British govern- 
meént ts s0 féarful of Russian aggression in 
China; why does it maintain friendly relations 
with ‘the.-soviet? Britain’s attempt to play 
fast and loose with the Russian communists 
has brought. about a.dangerous condition in 
the Far East, and America is now asked to 
join forces in meeting the situation.

Many members of Congress are inclined to 


vote for this monstrous measure because they 


are afraid of the farmers’ vote. The bill is 
labeled a ‘‘farm relief’’ measure; and rather 
than incur the opposition of the farmers, many 
legislators prefer to do injustice to consumers, 
not organized and made 
threats of reprisals. 

The McNaryHaugen bill proposes to do away 
with the normal action of the law of supply 
and demand and to substitute for it a scheme 
whereby artificial shortages shall be created, 
thus boosting prices, and then, when prices 
have been raised, the ‘‘surplus’”’ is to be floated 
off upon consumers at the increased prices. 
If this plan should be successful there will 
always be a big surplus, and consumers will 
always pay excessive prices. If the surplus 
should not be worked off an equalization fee is 
to be levied against the product, which, of 
course, will be paid by the ultimate consumer. 

The plan is to be applied to cotton. Why 
cotton growers should be induced to enter into 
this scheme is beyond comprehension. The 
market for cotton can not be extended by with- 
Is it intended that the 
proposed Federal farm board shall create an 
artificial shortage of cotton for export? An 
attempt to do so would merely result in piling 
up a still greater surplus. Cotton growers 
are raising a surplus already. The foreign 
market consumes just so much-and no more. 
If growers are assured that their surplus will 
be cared for by the government board, they 
will greatly increase the output, and will be 
worse off than they are now. Americans wiil 
not buy this surplus, and neither will for- 
eigners. Who will stand the loss? It can not 
be passed on to the ultimate American con- 
sumer, because there is no such animal. 
When cotton growers join wheat growers 
supporting the McNary-Haugen bill they 
merely pave the way for an increase in their 
own cost of living. The price of wheat wili 
go up, and the Southern farmer will have to 
pay more for bread; but the price of cotton 
can not be boosted in the same proportion. 
On the contrary, the price of cotton is very 
likely to be hammered#@own under the ope?rs- 
tion of the McNary-Haugen Dill, on account 
of the stimulus that will be given to overpro- 
duction. Thus the Southern planter will get 
the worst of it. : 

The McNary-Haugen bill is a plan for in 
creasing the cost of bread, ham and bacon to 
American consumers. If the plan operates 
successfully it will have that effect. If it 
fails, the Treasury stands to lose $250,000,.000. 
In either event the American taxpayer is to 
be the goat. 

That is the proposal that is now pending in 
Congress, and which is receiving the support 
of alleged statesmen.

BUSINESS FAILUREs. 


Dun’s review reports an increase in the 
number of failures of business concerns for 
January, 1927, as compared to the same 
month last year. The largest increase was in 
the class embracing agents, brokers and simi- 
lar concerns which can not properly be in- 
cluded in either the manufacturing and trad- 
ing divisions. These defaults increased more 
than 05 per cent. The increase of failures 
among traders was more than 8 per cent, 
whereas the manufacturing division showed a 
decrease of 1.8 per cent. All three classifica- 
tions showed larger liabilities than in January 
last year, there being an increase of 24.8 per 
cent among manufacturers, 14 per cent among 
traders and 4.7 per cent among agents, brok- 
ers, &c. 

These are not particularly reassuring sta- 
tistics. Granting that one month’s record 
does not give an accurate picture of acfual 
conditions, it will be generally admitted that 
it shows the tendency. The decrease among 
manufacturers is gratifying, and the percen- 
tage of increase among traders is so small as 
not to constitute a cause for alarm. The 
heavy increase in the third classification, how- 
ever, may mean a great deal. 

Primarily, it appears that the latter group 
has overstretched itself, and that some ap- 
prehension may justifiably be felt regarding 
the immediate future of many firms included 
in this classification. This group includes 
real estate operators. It is noteworthy that 
last week’s record was considerably better 
than that of the preceding week, however; and 
it may be that the January failures reflect 
-temporary conditions. The February record 
will be awaited with interest.

They dis- 
covered that they were not as wise as they 
thought they were, and that the farmer in 
Maine, for example, is more careful in select- 
ing his potatoes for his New York customers 
than is the case with the man in Wyoming 
county, who has been in the habit of shipping 
‘the run of the field’’ without the trouble of 
grading.

BLATTIDAE AND CIMEX. 


Soon will come the season for houseclean- 
ing, and every housewife should make prepara- 
tions well in advance if she desires to maintain 
a reputation for efficiency. Fortunately there 
is one department of the Federal government 
which is anxious to help her. This is the De- 
partment of Agriculture, whose scientists de- 
vote their lives to heroic battles against ene- 
mies of the human race. Two enemies, in par- 
ticular, engage the champions of humanity in 
mortal combat. They are roaches and beci- 
bugs. It is against the ravages of these iim- 
migrants from the infernal regions that the 
Department of Agriculture sounds the tocsin 
of war. 

Every housewife should arm herself with 
the pamphlet entitled “‘Cockroaches,’’ by C. L. 
Marlat, assisiant chief of the bureau of en- 
tomology, and “The Bedbug,’ by the same 
distinguished scientist. Concerning roaches we 
learn ‘that they belong to a very extensive 
family, the Blattidae, and the reassuring in- 
formation is vouchsafed that “fortunately very 
few have become domesticated.”’ That assur- 
ance should bring relief to all, as some of the 
blatts which are still wtld are “striking in 
shape, coloration and size, the wing spread 
of one species being more than 6 inches.” 

Careful delving into the history of the pest 
indicates that it is several hundred years since 
he first got a foothold in Europe, where cli- 
matic-conditions, and possibly dietary changes, 
have resulted in variations in appearance as 
well as in habits. But one thing is certain, 
and that is that the roach of today can “‘scurry 
off with wonderful celerity’”’ and with ‘‘a nerv- 
ous gait when discovered at his midnight 
feasts’’ which makes the difficulty of his an- 
nihilation the greater. Not only is the roach 
thoroughly cosmopolitan, but there appearz 
to be scarcely anything in the house which he 
will not devour. The most effective war 
weapon in dealing with the roach is hydro- 
cyanic acid gas. But inasmuch as this poison 
will kill a full grown human just as thoroughly 
as it will destroy a baby roach, the warning 
against careless use of the substance is indeed 
timely. : 

In the matter of bedbugs that ‘same deadly 
gas is, we are assured, quite as effective. The 
only danger is that unless the lady attempting 
to rid her domicile of the insect is an expert 
in the use of poisons, a sort of Lucretia Borgia 
as it were, she is likely to wake up next morn- 
Ing in a ‘‘sweeter, better land.”’ 

Should any reader be unfamiliar with the 
bedbug it may be explained that the noble 
Roman Pliny named. him “Cimex,” but the 
same creature is known in New York as the 
“redcoat,’’ in Boston as the “‘chinch,’’ and in 
Baltimore as the ‘‘mahogany flat.’’ But what's 
ina name?

(1) To provide and maintain funds 
necessary for, and to make all payments 
in connection with the construction 
project in accordance with the terms 
of the underwriting agreement. 

(2) To check and supervise . con- 
struction in order to procure substantial 
compliance with the plans and specifi- 
cations. 

(3) To guarantee to the bondholders 
completion of the building, free and 
clear of prior liens, such guarantee to 
be fulfilled at the option of the house 
of issue, either by completion of the 
building or by the repurchase of the 
bonds at the original purchase price 
and accured interest.

Former Naval Officer Held 
Leading Position in the 
McCormick Firm. 


MEMBER OF CLUB HERE 


Miami, Fla., Feb. 6 (By A. P.).— 
Charles Deering, 75, Chicago tapitalist, 
died late last night at his winter estate 
here. 

Mr. Deering was chairman of the 
board of the International Harvester 
Co. for many years and long was identi- 
fied prominently with leading harves- 
ter manufacturing interests, «aaving 
been secretary of the Deering Harvester 
Co. before it was merged with the In- 
ternational. He had made his home in 
Miami at his magnificent Cutler estate 
for some time. 

Surviving him are his widow, who 
was with him at the time of death; 
two daughters, Mrs. Chauncey Mc- 
Cormick and Mrs. Richard E. Danielson, 
Boston, and a son, Roger Deering. 

Born in Paris, Maine, Mr. Deering was 
graduated from the United States Naval 
Academy at Annapolis in 1873 and 
served as an officer in the navy until 
1881, when he resigned to join the Deer- 
ing Harvester Co., of which his brother, 
James, also was an officer. 

He married, in 1875, Anna Case, of 
Newport, R. I, who lived only a year 
after their wedding. His second wife, 
whom he married in 1883 and who str- 
vives him, was Miss Marion Whipple, 
daughter of Gen. William D. Whipple 
United States army. 

Mr. Deering was a member of the 
University and Union clubs, of New 
York, and the Army and Navy clubs of 
Washington and Chicago. 

Coming to Florida about 12 years ago, 
Mr. Deering had divided his residence 
here between his Buena Vista and Cut- 
ler estates until 1925, when he sold the 
former to a real estate syndicate for a 
consideration said to have been more 
than $10,000,000.

MOTHER JOINS COED 
MELD FOR ATTEMPT 
TO ROB BANK VAULT 


Widowed Woman Expresses 
Hope That Judge Will Be 
Lenient to Daughter. 


CONFESSION CLEARS 
ACCOMPLICE THEORY 


Burglary Charge Will Be 
Placed Against College Girl, 
Prosecutor Says. 


Vermillion, 8S. Dak., Feb. 6 (By A. P.). 
Belief that the judge will be kind to 
her ‘erring daughter, Marion Meyers, 
19-year-old Unfversity of South Dakota 
coed, held for her e&tempt to rob a 
bank here, was expressed by Mrs. M. L. 
Meyers, the girl’s mother, who arrived 
today from Woonsocket, 8. Dak. Miss 


Meyers’ effort to break into the vault 
at the bank was frustrated, when a po- 
liceman, making his rounds, entered 
the building and found an electric drill 
and other tools, which had been stolen 
from a garage last week. Later -Miss 
Meyers was found crouching in a stair- 
way. The girl told authorities that she 
intended to take only $24, needed for 
tuition for the next semester. 

Mrs. Meyers, who is a widow, and 
the mother of an invalid boy, is em- 
ployed in a restaurant at Woonsocket. 
She sobbed bitterly as she sat on the 
edge of her girl’s cell cot, trying to con- 
sole her daughter. 

“I can’t understand it,’’ Mrs. Meyers 
said. “The girl never did anything like 
this before. I have no money to hire 
a lawyer, but I know the judge will be 
kind to her. We've had a hard time of 
it since my hushand died nine years 
ago and to have this come on top of it 
all is almost unbearable.” 


Burglary to Be Charge. 


State’s Attorney H. O. Perkins, the 
youthful prosecutor, who was grad- 
uated from the University of South 
Dakota last June, and who is but a 
few years older than Miss Meyers, an- 
nounced today that a charge of third 
degree burglary would be _ lodged 
against the girl, who will be arraigned 
in justice court tomorrow. 

The girl today signed a confession in 
which she admitted breaking into the 
bank, but stuck by her story that she 
was unaided by accomplices. The theory 
first was advanced by authorities that 
the cutting of telephone and telegraph 
wires near and in the bank indicated 
the assistance of helpers, but Miss 
Meyers insistence that she alone planned 
and carried out the attempted burglary 
caused them to abandon that theory. 

Miss Meyers is described as an at- 


now red and weary from sobbing. She 
had few friends in whom she confided, 
and lived alone at the home of Prof. 
Cc. C. Jorsey, where she worked for 
her. room and board. 

Conviction on the third degree 
burglary charge carries a sentence of 
one to fifteen years in the State “peni- 
tentiary. 

Miss Meyers’ confession follows: 

“I left the house of Prof. Jorsey where 
I have been working for my room and 
board for the past five months about 
8:15 p. m., taking my traveling bag with 
me and going to a ladies’ restroom. I 
remained there a short time and then 
went to the postoffice once or twice, 
returning to the restroom each time 
and remained there until about 1 a. m. 
> * * From there I went to the 
First National Bank building, raised the 
window in the hallway at the rear and 
entered the building. 


Sought Money for Tuition. 


“I attempted to gain admittance to 
the main room where the money is kept 
because I wanted to get $24 with which 


I was unable to climb into the room 
over the transom, so went over to a 
garage where I pushed a piece of card- 
board out of the broken place in the 
window and entered the building. 

I took a pair of tin snips and a pair 
of pliers, six drill bits and a screwdriver. 
I previously had taken an electric drill 
and two bits, which were too large to 
fit, from an old car near the rear of 
garage. 

“I then reentered the bank building 
and drilled and pried my way into the 
main room. I then went to the front 
part of the bank building and opened 
a drawer which I thought might con- 
tain money, but found nothing. 

“As I was up in the front part of 
the building a man opened the front 
door and looked in., I became scared 
and when a clock made a noise I ran 
back to the window through which I 
had entered and then went to the back 
part of the building and hid behind 
a large box. 

“I could hear some one prowling 
around and was afraid they would 
shoot, so I went back into the hallway 
and sat on the steps where officers 
found me, about 6 a. m.” 

Prof. and Mrs. Josey, in whose home 
the girl was employed, said Miss Meyers 
appeared a “little queer”. at times, but 
had no reason to find fault with her 
work or her behavior. ‘ 

Prof. Josey visited the girl today in 
her cell taking her some fruit and 
candy. Hundreds of students of the 
University of South Dakota were plan- 
ning to attend the court hearing to- 
morrow, when she will be arraigned, 
but most of them will be disappointed 
as the small courtroom of Judge J. A. 
Copeland will seat but 265.

CONGRESS TO-STUDY see

MEASURE THIS WEEK 


Farm Bill, Defeated at Last 
Session, Soon May Go 
to President. 


WEDNESDAY MAY FIND 
BILL UP BEFORE HOUSE 


Proponents in Senate Are Ex- 
pected to Press for Vote 
Immediately. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
Farm relief as exemplified in the 
McNary-Haugen bill will occupy the at- 
tention of both houses of Congress this 


| week, with strong indications that the 
‘legislation soon will reach President 
| Coolidge for his approval or disapproval. 
| Amended in several particular features, 
'the McNary-Haugen measure, which 
was defeated in both houses at the last 
‘session, remains the unfinished busi- 
ness of the Senate and will be called 
up in the House Wednesday or Thurs- 
day under a special rule calling for 
twelve hours debate. 

Proponents of the legislation will 
press for a vote in the Senate this week, 
‘but final action in the House probably 
will be deferred until next week. If 
'Chairman McNary, of the agriculture 
| committee, is unable to get an agree- 
‘ment for a Senate vote, the seldom-used 
‘cloture rule, shutting off debate, will be 
‘invoked. 
| .Through a combination of supporters 
‘of the farm bill and the McFadden 
branch panking measure, cloture peti- 
tions for both of these measures are 
held in reserve. They have been signed 
by more than two-thirds of the sena- 
tors, making certain cloture on both 
bills unless agreements for early votes 
/are reached. 


Seek Radio Action. 


Before taking up the farm measure 
the House will pass another $100,000,- 
(000 public building bill and the last 
of the regular annual supply measures, 
that for expenses of the House and 
Senate for the fiscal year beginning 
next July 1. 

Another effort will be made today 
in the Senate to get action on the 
‘conference report on radio control 
‘legislation, which the house has ap- 
proved. There is pending a motion 
requesting the House to agree to a new 
conference and directing the Senate 
managers to insist on an amendment 
limiting the life of the legislation to 
oné year and requiring waivers from 
licensees as to any rights they might 
‘claim in wave lengths and the use of 
the ether. 

Tonight the Senate will make further 
| inroads on its unanimous consent cal- 
|endar, carrying mostly minor pension 
| claims and similar measures and to- 
morrow afternoon it will take up the 
nomination of William J. Tilson as 
|Federal judge for the middle district 
of Georgia. 

Rejection of Tilson’s nomination is 
predicted by many Senators since 
Senator Harris (Democrat), Georgia, 
has asserted the nominee is personally 
obnoxious to him. The usual custom 
in the Senate is to refuse to confirm 
nominees against whom Senators raise 
such an objection. 

On Wednesday the elections commit-

INU. 3, LIFE oTRESSED: 


Week to Close With Celebra-. 


tions of Lincoln and 
Douglass Birthdays. 


ORGANIZED TO CELEBRATE 


Evidences of the negro’s patriotic 
participation in development of all 
phases of American life since the ori- 
gin of the republic will be presented 
by public schools, churches and social 
agencies throughout the week, which 
closes with celebrations of the birth- 
days of Frederick Douglass and Abra- 
ham Lincoln. The record is to be pre- 
sented at the suggestion and under di- 
rection of the Association for Study of 
Negro Life ana History. 


Dr. Carter G. Woodson, historian and 
executive of the association, stated 
last night that Lincoln-Douglass cele- 
brations this year, under association 
auspices, would be wider than on any 
previous occasion. Previous celebra- 
tions, he said, have indicated that 
dramatization of the negro’s patriotic 
record has proved inspirational to youth 
of all races. 

Every negro community of consider- 
able population has been organized for 
the celebration, and boards of educa- 
tion in large cities throughout the 
country have been requested to include 
textbooks of negro history in courses 
of study and to purchase scientific 
works on the negro and pictures of dis- 
tinguished men of the race. 

Negroes with unusual family history 
have been requested to write to the as- 
sociation at its local headquarters, and 
to send important documents bearing 
on the record. Dr. Woodson empha- 
sized that the celebration is not a 
money-making effort and that all 
money-making schemes incident to it 
have been discouraged. He has re- 
quested that whatever money is raised 
should be used for purchase of pictures 
and useful books. 


Commandments in Schools by Laws.

E. R. Ka.mbach and others 
teatified that they were members of a 
delegation which called upon Chief Jus- 
tice McCoy of the District Supreme 
court, to ask for the appointment of a 
certain person to the school board, and 
that the chief justice said frankly that 
he would not appoint any one out of 
sympathy with Dr. Ballou. 

Charies F. Carusi, now vice president 
of the board, seems to be the most 
prominent possibility for Mr. Graham's 
place, although there has been no ac- 
tion to this end. 

Mr. Carusi, it is pointed out, might 
be termed as having the “educational” 
mind. He is engaged in the practice of 
law, and he teaches law in the National 
University Law school.

BUSCH CONFESSIONS 
ARE DUE FOR RULING 


Hitz Is Expected to Decide 
Today on Admitting Them 
as Evidence.

Under the law, veterans who fail to 
renew their policies before July 2, will 
hes unable to obfain such insurance 
|protection from the government, he 
‘said. Thousands of veterans left the 
| service unaware that they could con- 
tinue their insurance, while others who 
were ill or otherwise economically un- 
prepared to meet even the modest 
premiums required were forced to drop 
their insurance. 

Men or women veterans can reinstate 
themselves by paying a sum of money 
equivalent to two months’ premiums, 
the month in which the insurance was 

and the month in which it is 
reinstated. Veterans 1il or disabled be- 
cause of service origin will be rein- 
sured by the government, provided the 
service origin is proved. Veterans 
are urged to visit rooms 191 or 119 in 
| the veterans’ bureau, where free medi- 
cal examinations are given and infor- 
mation procurable regarding reinstate- 
ment.
